The Taxpayer 

And His Money 


RAYMOND HIGH 
ALTA CHAMPS 


What Mr. Justice Ives said 
in Edmonton a few days ago 
helps to remind us that the tax 
payer i s becoming mor e and 
more insistent that the State, 
whether the Dominion, the 
province or the municipality, 
spend it wisely. It is hard 
enough to bear the burden with¬ 
out seeing it frittered away 
carelessly or foolishly. 

The judge came to the side 
of the burdened taypayer when 
he spoke in condemnation of 
those people—they seem t> 
have them in Edmonton too— 
who manage to get relief fraud¬ 
ulently. The alverage citizen is 
a public-spirited soul at hearl 
who pay s his taxes less com- 
daining, on the whole, than he 
pays his wife’s dressm aking 
bills; but, as Mr. Justice Ives 
observed, it makes him “fight¬ 
ing mad’” when he kno\v s he 

is being swindled.

lie continued that the people 
who rob the city do not rob the 
mayor or the corporation but 
their neighbors but he went on 
in more facetious vein to s:»y 
that when he paid his provin¬ 
cial inteome tax hp felt “they 
were spending that money by 
importing advice from the Old 
Country that they have already 
had”. With judicial taclfu ness 
he approached no closer to the 
controversial than that but no 
me in Alberta needs to be told 
that he was i-pfemnng to the 
provincial government’s irrita¬

Major Douglas himself is an 
economist and nothing more— 
v.e do not ask his services as, 
and he does riot pretend to be, 
a constitutional lawyer. When 
lie was in Alberta he told us 
quite frankly that if his Social 
Credit plan could be applied to 
Alberta at all we must work 
out the details. “I can not,’ 
he said in effect. Even when 
infvited to return he insisted 
on knowing the constitutional 
aspect of the problem he was 
asked to attack and he must 
think it strange that even now 
his question ha s not been satis- 
#factor| ; ly answered except by 
authorities, both legal and ec¬ 
onomic, who insist that it is 
beyond the power of any prov¬ 
ince.

So we have to be sympathetic 
with Mr. Justice Ives’ qualms 
about the income tax which he 
feared would be used in paying 
at least $9,000 for the install¬ 
ation of a monetary system 
which the courts may declare 
ultra vires—and a judge by the 
way ought to know. In fact, 
it has been estimated that the 
cost to the taxpayer of bringing 
Major Douglas here will not be 
less than $13,000. 

So even a judge of the Sup¬ 
reme Court, when he has de¬ 
scended from the bench, un¬ 
gowned and ht his pipe, is as 
human a 8 you or I—it makes 
him “fighting mad” (he him¬ 
self has, said it) to see his mon¬ 
ey being spent unwisely or, 
shall we say, in a manner he is 
not convinced is wise.—Calgary 
Albertan.

WEEKLY LETTER 


With the present generous 
supply of moisture, it looks 
like a bumper year for farmers 
of southern Alberta. From 
Great Falls and north, moist¬ 
ure conditions seem to be fav¬ 
orable for a bumper crop. The 
wet land will hold back* opero- 
ticm for a few days, but i farm¬ 
ers who will use the'time to get 
everything in readiness for fav¬ 
orable weather, will get a pretty 
fair start, and with the ground 
so well soaked up, germination 
should be rapid and healthy. 

What with the continued 
windstorms of the West Cent¬ 
ral States, where grain growing 
is practically an impossibility, 
and with the unremitting 
drouth in some other sections, 
there is every prospect that 
grain prices will remain at a 
good high level for this year at 
any rate, and those who hr,ve 
good grain t.j sell are likely to 
find a good demand 'for it. 

Through Idaho and Utah, 
practically all the wheat raised 
is fall wheat of the Turkey Red 
variety which used ,to be so pop 
ular here until weeds made the 
raising of winter wheat impos¬ 
sible. The percentage of grain 
raised through these states is 
small, and with the wind blow¬ 
ing States out of running or¬ 
der for this year at least, it be¬ 
gins to look like a shortage for 
the millers of the states, and 
heavy importations will be nec¬ 
essary in order to feed the mil¬ 
lions of Uncle Sam’s children. 

All in all, conditions seem 
just right for an outstanding 
yeiar. Well prepared summer- 
fallow under present conditions 
should be almost certain for a 
good crop provided the moist¬ 
ure is coiVseived by proper 
methods in soil preparation and 
seeding. There will likelv be 
the usual temptation to seed 
stubble fields, and this may be 
orre of the years when such 
methods will prove successful. 
We have seen it demonstrated 
repeatedly that this method is 
always 41 big gamble ,and farm¬ 
ers should make sure that they 
have sufficient in good summer- 
fallow' t> take them through 
before they risk seed, ga s and 
time of stubbled-in grain. 


Strengthening Weak Colonies 

Of Bees For the Main 
Iloney Flow 

The spring care of bees was 
treated to s ome extent in a rec¬ 
ent letter and while there are 
numerous other farm activities 
deserving attention at this time 
our friend the “Old Drone” has 
a message in building up weak 
colonies which your writer is 
pleased to offer this week. 

Building up weak colonies in 
the spring i s aptly compared to 
the sulphur and molasses treat¬ 
ment that was s ° fashionable 
in our grandmothers’ time. The 
treatment seemed to work pro¬ 
viding there wa s nothing rad¬ 
ically wrong in the body of the 
victim and so in stimulating a 
colony of bees results are de¬ 
pendent on essential conditions 
of the hive being maintained to 
give the bees a chance 1° do 
their part. 

First a colony canrot build 
up quickly to full strength with 
out n prolific laying queen. Nor 
can it expand without suffic¬ 
ient food, either honey or sugar 
syrup. Then the colony needs 
to b e provided with plenty of 
space that is, empty cells, for 
brood rearing together with 
food stores close to the centre 
of activity as well as room in 
the colony for incoming nectar 
and pollen. Frames of comb 
tilled with old pollen are of lit¬ 
tle or v .) use in the brood cham¬ 
ber. 

Three methods hav e been us¬ 
ed at this station for building 
up colonies in the spring. In 
each case these are used in Ap¬ 
ril or early May as soon a s the 
weather permits. 

The first method is to place 
one pound of package bees into 
the weak colony. This i s r.c:- 
omplished by placing th e bees 
of an empty honey super on 
top of the brood chamber with 
one thickness of newspaper 
separating the new bees from 
th 2 old. The use of a queen 
excluder is also recommended, 
especially with imported pack¬ 
ages to prevent any stray 
queens which are sometimes 
found loose in the package, 


from getting down into the 
brood chamber and causing 
trouble with the queen already 
established there. The paper 
is used to give both forces of 
bees time to acquir e the same 
hive odor and give the new* bees 
time to gradually work through 
the paper and intermingle with 
the old bee s in the brood cham¬ 
ber. This method produces 
strong colonies for the honey 
harvest and does not disturb or 
take away from other colonies, 
since imported package bees 
are used. 

Another method i s to give 
tli 0 weak colony a frame of em¬ 
erging bron'd from a stranger 
colony with the clinging bees 
brushed off. Thi s will give 
quick encouragement to the 
smallc colony and , thcr condit¬ 
ions being favoroble it will stim 
ulate brood rearing to give a 
full working forc P for the h°ne v 
season. The disadvantage of 
thi s method is that it means re. 
duceicl strength in the colony 
from which the frame of brood 
has been “pinched” at a critic¬ 
al moment unless of course a 
whole colony is broken up and 
used in thi s way. 

The third method is to place 
tli 0 weak colony over a strong 
one. This is done on a cloudy 
day when only a few bees are 
flying. Beforehand care is tak¬ 
en to provide some brood in the 
weaker colony. The precedure 
is to place a shallow super con¬ 
taining stores of either honey 
or suga r syrup immediately 
above a strong colony, then a 
queen excluder and a single 
sheet of newspaper are placed 
above the shallow’ super and the 
weak colony with the bottom 
board removed is placed on top. 
This method is very effective 
as a means of increasing the 
strength of a weak colony. Its 
main disadvantage is that the 
strong colony suffers because 
when it is moved, before the be¬ 
ginning of the honey flow’, a 
large number of bees return to 
the old location so that to a con 
siderable extent srength i s gain¬ 
ed by Hie weaker colony at the 
expense ff the stronger one. 
However, it, like the second 
method, works very well where 
package bees are not available.

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Three Major Canadian Problems 

Tariff, agriculture and railway situation discussed by E. VV. Beatty, 

K C Rcilw?^ ^airmanand President, Canadian Pacific 
Railway—Urges unified effort to solve questions 
threatening integrity of State. 



A tariff structure based solely 
upon the actual economic 
needs of the country; a deeper 
appreciation of and a wider and 
more active application of sym¬ 
pathetically Intelligent thought to 
agricultural problems; and the 
unification of Canadian railroads 
for the purpose of operation as 
the only means of overcoming the 
present, disastrous debt structure 
created through public owner¬ 
ship, were the three major 
themes emphasized by E. W. 

Beatty, K.C., 
IJi.D., Chair¬ 
man and Presi¬ 
dent. Canadian 
Pacific Rail¬ 
way, during 
the course of 
a forceful out¬ 
line of this 
count r y’s 
problems be¬ 
fore the Re¬ 
gina Board of 
Trade on Feb¬ 
ruary 5th. 

E.W. BEATTY, K.C. Basin P his a P* 

. n j Peal upon the 

V liaiman and President , 

Canadian Pacific Ry. ' ,rm founda¬ 
tion that a 
service of individuals, individual 
".roups, and sections of the coun¬ 
try to the whole State is the only 
naf# road for the future”, Mr. 
leatty appealed to the country at 
large to make this theme the 
dominating note in approaching 
die problems of the day. 

Again voicing his sincere belief 
n the ultimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the neces¬ 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun¬ 
try, and insisted that should this 
objective bo achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threaten the integrity of the 
State. 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Kailway was most decidedly sus¬ 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions. “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 
' anadlan National Railways and 
f shall be quite content,” lie said. 

Mr. Beatty was neither a be¬ 
liever in protection with no limit 
nor in free trade. He believed in 
(lie maximum of national wealth 
fairly distributed among the citi¬ 
zens. The Canadian tariff should 
1)0 one which would keep our in¬ 
ternal and external trade com 
biued at u maximum. 

Mr. Beatty illustrated his argu¬ 
ment by citing the fact that Can¬ 
ada enjoyed a greater foreign 
commerce per capita than cither 
«f the two more important Am¬ 
erican Republics, namely the 
United States and the Argentine, 
and said that he would like to 
reo the preparation of a tariff 
balance sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on tho total income and 
I urchasing power of the Canadian 
people, and urged that in view of 
the present position of capital 
< nd labor, an examination of the 
< conomlc soundness of our tariff 
! »licy should look to future im- 
j rovement rather than to drastic 
: itempts to correct past errors. 

Emphasizing that agriculture 
vas the primary industry, and 
voicing his appreciation that 
agriculture in Western Canada 
was passing through a period of 
great difficulty, Mr. Beatty said 
that Governmental assistance and 
that of private business institu¬ 
tions had on tho whole, been con¬ 
structive. 

“I may say,” he added, “without 
boasting, that t tie emergency re¬ 
ductions in freight rates volun¬ 
tarily made by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for farm relief 
during the past five years repre¬ 
sent a loss in income to us of at 
least $3,000,000.” 

There were two necessary 
measures looking toward perma¬ 
nent recovery. First there was 
')hat the farmer could do and 
wag doing for himself, to make 
tht farm home largely self-sup¬ 
porting through the use of better 
need. Improved methods, and the 
expansion of live-stock opera¬ 
tions. Secondly there was what 
others could do to help Western 
agriculture. The capital invested 
in the farms of Canada must re¬ 
ceive returns if any important 
(dock of capital was to be regard¬ 
ed as safe. Other labor could not 
hope for the permanence of a 
level Of wages too high above the 
earnings of labor on tho land. 
Mr. Beatty expressed unswerving 
confidence that private business 
would find a road, now being 
eagerly sought, whereby it could 
render material assistance to 
agriculture. 


Pointing out. that the Canadian 
people pay for the railway ser¬ 
vices which they receive, and all 
flic cosls of Government, Mr. 
Beatty emphasized that the rail¬ 
way problem wan in reality tlie 
problem of every individual citi¬ 
zen. The cost to the public in 
freight charges of moving a ton 
a mile in Canada was as low as 
in any major country in tho 
world. Unhappily the full ad¬ 
vantage of these low rates wan 
not retained because taxes paid, 
or to bo paid, to meet the annual 
deficits of the Canadian National 
Railways must ho added to the 
actual freight charges. Tho real 
cost of transportation in Canada 
was not as cheap as it seemed to 
ho, or as it should he. Two cur¬ 
rent suggestions for improve¬ 
ment in operating efficiency 
were, first, tho adoption of mod¬ 
ernistic equipment, and secondly, 
a drastic reduction in wages. 
Owing to the huge investment in 
existing equipment, nnd tho dif¬ 
ficulty of finding capital to finan¬ 
ce new equipment, he indicated 
that progress along the lines of 
tho first suggestion would of 
necessity he slow. 

Mr. Beatty argued strongly 
against reduced wages, and point¬ 
ed out that railway employees 
spent wages as well as earned 
them. He felt that railway ns 
well as other wages were out of 
line with the returns to the farm¬ 
ers for their labor, but emphasiz¬ 
ed his belief that the remedy 
lay in an increase in the farmers' 
earnings rather than a lowering 
of the standard of living among 
railway workers. 

Another suggested solution was 
the proposal to increase freight 
rates. The freight rate trend wen 
downward, and Mr. Beatty would 
greatly regret to see an increase 
in rates until everything possible 
was done to eliminate waste. 

The argument that there was no 
waste in transportation .and all 
that the country needed to do was 
to await 1 ho return of prosperity 
was not, Mr. Beatty considered, 
sound. Restoration of business 
to the high levels of 1925-1020, 
would not come as a gift of Hea¬ 
ven, or overnight, but only as a 
result of national industry and 
thrift. 

Mr. Beatty replied to argu¬ 
ments that under his unification 
proposal t ho Canadian Pacific 
would take over the assets of the 
Canadian National while the liab¬ 
ilities would he left to the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Unified management will do 
nothing of the kind. The physical 
assets of tho Canadian National 
will remain tho property of its 
owners. Similarly the liabilities 
of tho Canadian National must 
remain tho responsibility of tho 
Government and tho liabilities of 
the Canadian Pacific must remain 
that of its owners. However, if 
the assets of both companies aro 
administered by a unified ma*i- 
acement an end will be put to 
the waste of competition and tho 
owners of tho Canadian National 
v ill receive more money with 
which to moot their obligations.” 

The fact that only 2 r /, of tho 
excessive debt of the Canadian 
National Railways was duo to tho 
errors of private capitalists, or 
any arguments dealing with 
errors either private or Govern¬ 
mental would not help the situa¬ 
tion of today. Interest charges 
on the Canadian National debt 
which in 1919 were $38,000,000, 
last year were $02,000,000. No 
man capable of facing facts be¬ 
lieved that tho country could 
carry the burden indefinitely. 
"We, the people of Canada, oVo 
directly or indirectly to private 
capitalists, over $2,700,009 000. on 
account of the Canadian National 
Railways system. We nr? going 
to pay this because we promised to. 

“Are you going to allow your 
judgment to be warped ’ey com¬ 
plex arguments about doing jus¬ 
tice to public ownership? Or are 
you going to agree with r. <* to 
leave tlie ownership of the? Cana¬ 
dian National Railways i:i the 
hands of tho public — since they 
could not possibly get rid of it — 
and devote our entire energy to 
finding a method of making tho 
burden of this ownership as light 
as possible to the people of Can¬ 
ada? 

“Taking it that as business 
men you will not wish to gamble 
with a burden of railway deficits 
which already threatens the fin¬ 
ancial stability of tho nation 
when e. reasonable alternative) is 
available, I have suggested what 
seems to me to bo the only ade¬ 
quate course — tho unified man¬ 
agement of tho two major railway 
systems. The amount which can 
be saved annually — now, not in 


some bright day to como — was 
calculated by officers of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway, nnd 
ihcir figures tallied closely with 
those given to tho Royal Com nil n* 
sion by riie late Sir Henry Thorn¬ 
ton, and by .Mr. S. W. Fair- 
wer.Ilier of tho Canadian National 
Railways. My estimate was 
bused on tho traffic conditions of 
1930, an average traffic year, and 
on that basis i put the figure at 
$75,000,000. Sir Henry Thornton, 
who opposed riy plan, gave his 
estimate as $00,000,000 nrd Mr. 
Ualrwedthcr suggested $156,000,- 
0)0 for a year of normal traffic. 

I l justice to Mr. Fairv/eathor I 
r ust state that lie has since said 
that he told tho Commission that 
1>.is estimate could net he realized. 

I believed then and believe now 
that mine can bo.” 

Mr. Beatty said Ills proposal 
1 ad met with much criticism, — 
t ;nt no one group of men could 
I roporly administer the unified 
r .ilways; that ho was talking of 
r tting up a great monopoly; 
t at rates might be raised; and 
that he proposed to throw thou* 
f tnds of men out of work. Mr. 
I'catty disposed of these criti- 
< sms by pointing to tho efficicn- 
( r and loyalty of tho employees 
( ' both railways; to 1 he supervis- 
i ig body set up by tho Canadian 
( overnment to control railway 
i ites, and in connection with 
1 bor, solemnly pledged himself 
I > do everything he could within 
1 in power to prevent such a dc- 
' Mopmcnt. Savings in this rc- 
f ird would he made gradually, 
' isety, and considerately, and 
without hardship to those now 
(' 'pendent on railway employ- 
rent. 

Ho said: “It is indeed my 
1 )pe and belief that tho methodi 
Vhlch I suggest will operate to 
1 .event an even more disastrous 
l 'riod of low wages and unem- 
! loyment than that through 
’ 1 iich wo are passing. Surely 
I :o labor leaders of this ooun- 

y are the intelligent men that I 
1 avc always found them to hu 
r d will tell their constituent \ 
t at waste of the country’s 
' ealtli on useless services can 
>' mage no one more certainly 
r id more severely than those 
' ho depend on their labor for 
t eir living. 1 venture the pro- 
! iccy that as events develop an l 
i c increased thought being given 
t > tho subject produces its effect, 
i lilwav employees generally, and 
l articularly the recognized rep¬ 
resentatives of organized labor 
’ Rich forms such a considerable 
1 art of railway staffs, will not 
« )ly recognize the inevitability 
< r , but will come to urge rather 
t an to oppose some such ntea- 
r’lro as 1 have suggested as in 
their own best interest.” 

Stressing that the report of the 
)'cent Royal Commission stated 
»hat some of the Commissioner.? 
would have preferred a plan 
which would tako the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada out of the rail¬ 
way business; and that the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific was not a banknij t 
\ ndertaking, but on the oilier 
l and a thoroughly solvent on 1 . 
Nr. Beatty went on to say: 

“What I have suggested, and 
ruggest today, Is that we should 
1 lan to divide tho net earnings of 
iho unified properties to give t > 
rich group of owners tho net 
earn in gs which would have re¬ 
sulted if each had operated their 
own railway, together with a fair 
share of the savings rcsultin ; 
from unification. There is much 
misunderstanding in this regard. 
Many have contused the total not 
earnings after unification with the 
savings from unification. Tho 
earning power of tho two sepa¬ 
rate systems is a matter of rec¬ 
ord, The increased earning 
power of the combined properties 
arising from unification is an- 
othci matter. My plan contem¬ 
plates the division of such ‘in¬ 
creased earnings on a fair basis. 
Tnis is a matter which can only 
bo settled by negotiations be¬ 
tween tho interested pnilics but 
obviously the shareholder* of tlu) 
Canadian Pacific would have to 
concede to tho Government at 
least one-half of the net gain re¬ 
sulting from unified management. 
Those who have said the Cana¬ 
dian I J ac fie would claim tho 
lion's share have either misun¬ 
derstood my proposal or pur¬ 
posely misrepresented it.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Jleatly again 
pointed out that if such a plan 
had been adopted L’0 years ago, or 
even 15 years ago, the national 
debt of tho country would bo 
hundreds of million;; of dollar.! 
loss than it was today. “You and 
your children will pay it. Are 
jou in favor of piling it up?”

—Hoping to remove the statut¬ 
ory obstacle standing in the 
way of use by provinces or 
municipalities of scrip money to 
deal with internal economic dif¬ 
ficulties, G. G. Coote (U.F.A., 
AI:ulead), today gave notice of 
' r. I vll t) strike out section 138 
of the act respecting banks and 
banking. 

Section 138 provides i\ fine 
of 8100 as penalty for any per¬ 
son or body issuing and circulat¬ 
ing a substitute for money. 

Mr. Ccste’s idea is the use of 
a stamp scrip similar t 0 that 
initiated a few years ago in tht 
town of Woergi in Austria. 
There it proved a great success 
unt'l it was prohibited because 
of its conflict with the money 
'sailing powers of the Austrian 
National Bank. 

The scrip suggested would be 
kept within the boundaries of 
the boundaries of the municipal 
ity or province issuing it, and 
would be good for one year pro¬ 
viding a stamp was fixed on 
the first day of each month by 
the person then holding the 
note. The necessity of fixing 
stamps on the first of each 
month would provide the spend 
ing impetus to keep the (atrip 
in circulation. It would be ex 
changed each year for a new 
note.—Leth.

Allen wa s asked to 
speak, and he stated that there 
speak, and he stated (that where 
possible grower s should co-op¬ 
erate with the labor and try and 
find work for them when they 
were not ,in the beet field, which 
would at least he the means of 
them making a living, and then, 
he stated, the work in the. beets 
would show a greater profit. 

T. George Wood, District 
Mgr. of Canadian Sugrr Fac¬ 
tories Limited also spoke and 
corrected some of the fallacies 
which had been circulated re¬ 
garding the tremendous profits 
that the present company was 
making out of sugar.
